( c ) " counter-magnet area " means an urban area 
selected by the Board under clause ( f) of section

( d ) " Functional Plan ” means a plan prepared 
to elaborate one or more elements of the Regional 
Plan ; 

( e ) " land " includes benefits to arise out of land , 
and things attached to the earth or permanently 
fastened to anything attached to the earth ; 

( f) " National Capital Region " means the areas 
Specified in the Schedule : 

Provided that the Central Government with the 
consent of the Government of the concerned par 
ticipating State and in consultation with the 
Boa may, by notification in the Official Ga 
zette, add any area to the Schedule or exclude 
any äreä therefrom ; 


( 3 ) The Board shall consist of such number of 
members , 10t exceeding twenty - one , as may be pres 
cribed , and unless the rules made in this behalf , 
otherwise provide , the Board shall consist of the 
following nembers , namely : -- 

( a ) the Union Minister for Works and Housing , 
who shall be Chairman of the Board ; 
: (b ) the Chief Minister of the State of Haryana ; 

(c ) the Chief Minister of the State of Rajasthan ; 

( d ) the Chief Minister of the State of Uttar 
Pradesh ; 

( e ) the Administrator of the Union territory ; 

( f) eight members , to be nominated by the 
Central Government, on the recommendation of 
the participating States and the Administrator 
of the Union territory : 


Provided that not more than two members shall 
be nominated on the recommendation of a partici 
pating State , or , as the case may be, the Adminis 
trator of the Union territory ; 

( g ) three other members , of whom one shall be 
a person having knowledge and experience in 
town planning, to be nominated by the Central 
Government ;

7. Functions of the Board . --The functions of the 
Board shall be 


( a ) to prepare the Regional Plan and the Func 
tional Flans ; 


Frovided that no change shall be made in the 
composition of the Board by rules except with the 
consent of the Government of each of the partici 
pating States and of the Administrator of the Union 
territory . 


4 ) The termsand conditions of office of the mem 
bers nominated under clause (f ) , clause ( g ) or 
clause ( h ) of sub -section ( 3 ) shall be such as may 
be prescribed . 


4. Composition of the Planning Committee . - ( 1 ) 
The Board shall , as soon as may be , after the com 
mencement of this Act, constitute a Coinmittee , to 
be called the Planning committee , for assisting the 
Board in the discharge of its functions. 


( b ) to arrange for the preparation of Sub -Re 
gional Plans and Project Plans by each of the 
participating States and the Union territory ; 

( c ) to co -ordinate the enforcement and imple. 
mentation of the Regional Plan , Functional Plans , 
Sub -Regional Plans and Project Plans through 
the participating States and the Union territory ; 

( d ) to ensure proper and systematic program 
ming by the participating States and the Union 
territory in regard to project formulation , deter 
mination of priorities in the National Capital Re 
gion or sub -regions and phasing of development 
of the National Capital Region in accordance with 
stages indicated in the Regional Plan ; 

( e ) to arrange for , and oversee ; the financing 
of selecred development projects in the National 
Capital Region through Central and State plan 
funds and other sources of revenue . 


( 2 ) The Committee shall consist of such raembers 
as may be prescribed and unless the rules made in 
this behalf otherwise provided , the Committee shall 
consist of the following members , namely : -- 


( a ) the Member - Secretary to the Board , who 
shall be the ex officio Chairman of the Committee ; 

(b ) the Joint Secretary to the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Works and Housing, in 
-charge of Housing and Urban Development, ex 
officio ; 

( c ) Secretary - in - charge of Urban Development 
in each participating State and the Union terri 
tory , ex officio ; 

(d ) the Vice- Chairman , Delhi Development Au 
thority , ex officio ; 

( e ) the Chief Planner , Town and Country Plan 
ning Organisation , New Delhi, ex officio ; and 

( f) the Chief Town Planner of each participat 
ing State, ex officio . 


8. Powers of the Board . - The powers of the 
Board shall include the powers to - 

(a ) call for reports and information from the 
participating States and the Union territory with 
regard to preparation , enforcement and imple 
mentation of Functional Plans and Sub -Regional 
Plans ; 

( b ) ensure that the preparation , enforcement 
and implementation of Functional Plan or Sub 
-Regional Plan , as the case may be, is in confor 
mity with the Regional Plan ; 


5. Power to co -opt , etc. — ( 1) The Board or the 
Committee may, at any time and for such period as 
it thinks fit , co -opt any person or persons as a 
member or members of the Board or of the Com 
mittee. 


(c ) indicate the stages for the implementation 
of the Regional Plan ; 

(d ) review the implementation of the Regional 
Plan , Functional Plan , Sub -Regional Plan and 
Project Plan ; 

( e ) select and approve comprehensive projects , 
call for priority development and provide such 
assistance for the implementation of those pro 
jects as the Board may deem fit ; 

( f) select, in consultation with the State Go 
vernment concerned , any urban area , outside the 
National Capital Region having regard to its lo 
cation , population and potential for growth , which 
may be developed in order to achieve the objecti 
ves of the Regional Plan ; and 

( g ) entrust to the Committee such other func 
tions as it may consider necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Act . 


( 2 ) A person co -opted under sub - section ( 1 ) sball 
exercise and discharge all the powers and functions 
of a member of the Board or of the Committee, as 
the case may be, but shall not be entitled to vote . 


6. Vacancies, etc., not to invalidate proceedings of 
the Board or the Committee .

(a ) the existence of any vacancy in , or any

(b ) any irregularity in the procedure of the 
Board or of the Committee not affecting the me 
rits of the case . 


( a ) the preparation and co - ordinated imple 
mentation of the Regional Plan and the Functional
